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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 09 January 2008 have been fiiUy considered. Claims 1-9, 11 
and 15-18 are pending. Applicant's replacement drawings have been considered and entered. 

Applicant argues that the combination of Weitkamp and Bervang would not have been obvious 
since the two references teach complete lifting systems. The Examiner disagrees with this 
assertion. Since both references teach complete lifting systems, the reference show that the state 
of the art is aware that the lifting mechanisms can be positioned inside or outside of the pylon 
and further can be mounted on a vehicle or on a foundation. Therefore, the Examiner maintains 
the rejection made in the previous Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written dcsciipiioii ofihc iiivciuion, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such fliU, clear, concise, and cxaci ici iiis as lo enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 

the inventor(s), at the time the appUcation was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
Specifically, the limitation of the vehicle being arranged at a base of the wind power installation

of that the winch is within the pylon of the wind installation is was not described in the 
specification as originally filed. 

Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed 09 January 2008 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: Figure 4 illustrates a wind power installation 
100 having a pylon 10 having a head 102. A vehicle 104 has a winch 106 mounted to it. Figure 4 
illustrates the vehicle 104 in two positions to illustrate two example configurations where the 
winch 106 may be employed to move items. In a first position A, the vehicle 104 is positioned so 
the winch 106 is inside the pylon 10 and coupled to a counterweight 108. A cable 1 10 is coupled 
to the winch and may be used as described above to lift and lower items. . 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4, 6-15, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Weitkamp (EP-1 101934 A) in view of Bervang (7,207,777). Weitkamp discloses a wind 
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power installation ("installation") 10 comprising a pylon 14 having a pod 18; a winch 60; a base 
12; at least one deflection roller 64 and at least one rope passage 50 in the region of the pylon 
head for passing through a hauling cable from the winch. Weitkamp fiirther discloses a second 
cable passage means (See passage for cable 62) disposed above the pylon head and configured to 
raise and lower components of the installation within the pylon. The Examiner notes that the 
winch is also located within the pylon and the pylon is a hollow shaft. Weitkamp does not 
disclose the winch being located outside the pylon. 

Bervang teaches a winch being mounted outside the pylon on a fransport vehicle. The 
Examiner also notes that Applicant states in the Background of the Invention that it is well 
known in the art to transport a winch to installation for raising and lowering components. 
Therefore, it is the position of the Examiner that it would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the winch outside the pylon as 
taught by Bervang for the purpose of installing components of a wind power installation. In 
regards to method claims 6 and 7 the combination of Weitkamp and Bervang as disclosed above 
would be inherently capable of performing the method as claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubUc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 
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Claims 8-10 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nickelsen (EP 1 101936 A2). Nickelsen discloses a wind power installation comprising: a pylon 
(not labeled); a base; a pod (referred to as the nacelle); a winch 31; a cable guide 35; a blade 
opening 33; and a cable 32 coupled to the winch wherein the winch may be located within the 
rear of the housing.
